STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS. 
Section ll of the Travancore-Cochin, Panchayats Act 
provides for the preparation of an electoral roll on the basis 
of adult franchise for the purposes of elections to panchayats. 
Elections to the State Legislative Assembly have already 
been held on the basis of adult franchise according to the 
electoral rolls prepared in pursuance of the provisions con 
tained in the Constitution and the Representation of the 
People Act and the rules made thereunder. It is proposed 
to utilise the State Legislative Assembly electoral rolls for 
the purposes of elections to the panchayats also as in the 
case of elections to municipal councils. It is also proposed 
to reserve in the panchayat one seat for Scheduled Castes 
and Scheduled Tribes in cases where the number of Schedule 
ed Castes and Scheduled Tribes voters in a panchayat area 
is more than five per cent of the total number of voters in 
that panchayat area . In the case of candidates standing 
for election to the State Legislative Assembly , literacy 
qualification is not insisted on . It is therefore proposed to 
dispense with literacy qualificatiou in the case of candidates 
standing for panchayat elections also as in the case of can 
didates standing for municipal elections.

STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS. 
Elections to the State Legislative Assembly bave been 
held on the basis of adult franchise according to the 
electoral rolls prepared in pursuance of the provisions of 
the Constitution and the Representation of the People Act 
and the rules made thereunder. It is proposed to hold 
elections to the Corporation of Trivandrum also on the 
basis of adult franchise and for that purpose to utilise the 
electoral rolls prepared for the purpose of elections to the 
State Legislative Assembly . It is also proposed to reserve 
seats in the council of the Corporation of Trivandrum for 
Scheduled Castes in proportion to their population in the 
city. The Bill is intended to give effect to the above objects.
